Lloyd George, according to dispatches, is inviting the lead- J 
er of the Irish nationalists and the leader of the Ulster, or 
union forces to meet him in a conference in London, to work 1 
out ways for a peaceful settlement of the Irish problem. The 
invitation has been the cause of rejoicing by many of the j 
newspapers of the British Isles, and they see in this step of I 
the great British leader the beginning of the end of the Irish 
trouble. 
Can Lloyd George bring about peace between the Irish 
and the English? If he can he will be, by far, the greatest i 
English statesman of modern times. And we doubt not that , 
he can do it. This little Welshman has repeatedly stood the 
test and has come from one crisis after another with no scars 
on his official record. He has steered England through a 
mighty war, through labor strikes, through industrial unrest 
and through turbulent financial worries. Through it all he 
has ever been the great leader of a great people. 
As all who have studied the Irish problem know, the 
trouble is not easily solved, for a big part of the Irish people 
insist on staying in the empire. The problem is hedged about 
by many conflicting aims and prejudices.

We believe Lloyd George will win in this endeavor, as he 
has won in others.

Big Fluctuation in 
IO Years on Report 


Sulphur to Assist 
in Getting Summer 
Train for Sunday 


OKLAHOMA CITY, June 27.— 
Oklahoma crude 
oil, 
based 
upon 
Mid-Continent prices, sold 
for 33 
cents per barrel in January, 1910, 
reached its peak in March, 1920, 
when it sold for $3.50 per barrel, 
and was selling for $1.00 per bar­ 
rel Junq 18. 
1921, according to 
figures made public today by the 
gross production tax department of 
the state auditor's office. 
The figures disclose that it took 
from January, 1919, to February, 
1914, for Oklahoma crude to ad­ 
vance from 33 cents to $1.05 per 
barrel— then thq highest price ever 
paid fqr the commodity—and from 
November, 1915, to March, 1920. 
to advance from $1 to $3.50 per 
barrel. 
Between 
February, 
1914, 
and 
November, 
1915, 
the 
price 
dropped from $1.05 to 40 cents in 
February, thqn advanced to $1 in 
November. 
In August, 1917, Oklahoma crude 
was quoted at $2.00 per barrel, the 
price fluctuating during the month 
from $2 down to $1.65. Beginning 
March 18. 1918, with the price at 
$2 .25 
per barrel, quotations con­ 
tinued to jump in lumps of front 
25 to 50 cents until on March 8, 
1920. it reached $3.50— the high­ 
est price ever paid.
